At Sin theafternoon she put two 
cnps of wheat mixed with one teaspoon of 
salt and a quart and a pint of boiling water 
into this pot, Without covering or stirring 
it was plated in a hot oven and baked several 
hours. It was then taken out and allowed to 
cool, Inthe morning after the fire was made 
it was put back into the oven till wanted for 
breakfast. Then, steaming hot, it was lifted 
in solid lumps of sweet, tender kernels, 
crowned with two inches of starch or jelly 
into the dish for the table. 

“This is the nicest stuff I ever ate,” said 
Tom as he passed his saucer for the third 
time, ‘Really, Milly, Idon't want much 
else to eat,” added he. ‘Don’t ever feed me 
upon oatmeal again; it’s a plebeian dish be- 
side thie.” 

“And so cheap, too,” murmured Milly;

The last course of this breakfast was a small 
rolled omelet, cooked for one minute on the 
griddle in the fat of bacon. Four eggs well 
whipped, alittle salt and one-third of a cup 
of milk composed this dish, which would 
have been far less savory cooked in the usual 
way as one large, fat omelet.

It is prepared by soaking the fish over night, 
boiling it in the morning with twice as much 
raw potatoes for halfan hour, The water is 
then drained off; butter, a tiny pinch of sum- 
mer savory and a few drops of Worcester- 
shire sause are added. It is then packed in- 
to a frying pan with beef drippings and 
browned on the range. 

Mrs, Plummer bought a doz9n earthen 
shells and baked her eggs for breakfast. This 
is her rule: ‘Drop an egg into the shell or 
saucer, sprinkle a little salt and cover with 
a few finely grated bread crumbs; put a 
pleceof butter in the middle and bake ten 
minutes in a meat pan with a little water in 
it.” 

Oysters and tho meat of lobsters can be 
cooked in these shells, Use a teaspoon of 
oyster liquor with the oysters anda table- 
spoon of milk with lobster. Let the cover- 
ing of bread crumbs be thicker than for oggs. 

Once a week Mrs, Plummer has griddle 
cakes, tender and light, made of sour milk, 
soda, saltand flour, She gets her maple sirup 
in gallon cans, ‘Tom thinks them a suflicient- 
hearty breakfast without meat, after the 
fruit and wheat courses, ‘Milly, you never 
have steaks, chops, rolls, bam and eggs, nor 
fried potatoes for breakfast nowadays,” said 
Tom after several weeks, ‘‘Thero is not the 
faintest flavor of a boarding house breakfast 
about ours. "You don’t even have stews, nor 
hash on toast,” added he enthusiastically.

THE KREUTZER SONATA: 


The Beautiful Duet of Beethoven Whose 
Name isthe Title of Tolstoi's Book, 
The title of Count Tolstoi’s last novel, ad- 
mirably suggestive to musicians and to the 
great majority of even moderately cultivated 
amateurs of music, seems, says the Speaker, 
to have puzzled many of the Russian authors, 
commentators and translators, The Kreut- 
zer Sonata is the most beautiful, as it is also 
the most popular of Beethoven’s many 
| beautiful duets for violin and piano; and the 
two evenly balanced and constantly respon- 
sive parts, full of tender and passionate 
phrases, cannot but give the idea of a love 
duet, No one but Beethoven could have 
written it, and, as a matter of fact, Beethoven 
did write it, Yet the French papers appear 
to think that it was composed by Kreutzer 
and boldly call it ‘La Sonate de Kreutzer,” 
whereas it is only dedicated to Kreutzer, the 
composer of ‘‘Lodoiska” and the principal 
violinist of Marie Antoinette’s concort orches- 
tra. The nameof Kreutzer ought to be known 
to the French, though Berlioz has told us that 
his countrymen could never master either its 
orthography or its pronunciation, I'hey now 
attribute to Kreutzer one of the most charac- 
teristic and most fascinating of Beethoven's 
| works. The writer of the interesting account 
of Count Tolstoi’s book published in the 
Universal Review makes the performer of 
the string part in the Kreutzer Sonata play 
it on tho violoncello.

LIONS LET LOOSE. 


A MENAGERIE OF WILD ANIMALS UN- 
CAGED. 


A Miscreant Rolonses Them to Gratify & 


Desire for Revenge—Terrible Carnage 
—Kattirs Torn Limb Prom Linb, 


A thrilling story of the eseapo of wild ani- 
mals froma menagerie in South Africa is 
told inthe Diamond Fields Adyertiser of 
March 15, a copy of which has just been re- 
ceived, The paper says:

OPTICAL ILLUSIONS THAT STARTLE 


THE BEHOLDER | 


The Looming Mirage and Fata Morgana 
Citlos Reproduced in the Heavens with 
Groat Distin 


noss—Vossols Sailing Ap- 
parently up and Down—Romarkable 


Occurrences, | 


This wonderful phonomenon, says J. K 
Bloomfleld in the Now York Obsorvor, takes 
soveral forms, according to the state of the 
atmosphere, but most generally soon 
yes of tho Fata Mor- 


aro tho looming mir 
gana, 

In looming mirages distant objects show an 
extravagant increase in vertical hoight with- 
out alteration in breadth. Distanthummocks 
of ice are thus magnified into immonse towers 
and pinnacles, and a ship issomot 3 abnor- 
mally drawn out until it appears twelve or 
thirteon times as high asit islong. Rocks 
are seen drawn up to ten or twelve times their 
proper height, Houses, as well as human 
beings and animals, appear in like exaggerat- 
ed shape, 

Another form of mirage is when a ship, or 
somo other object near the water, seems 
greatly elongated, and a second inverted im- 
ago meocts it from above,. Sometimes the 
proper image of the object is elevated far 
above the lake or sea, while the second image 
strangely appoars inverted beneath it—the 
whole surrounded by a sheet of sky, which is 
mirrored and repeated within it. 

In 1822, in the Arctic region, Capt. Scores 
by recognized, by its inverted image in the 
air, the ship Fame, which afterward proved 
to be seventeen miles beyond the visible 
horizon of his observation. 

Dr. Vince, Aug. 7, 1805, at 6p, m., saw 
from Ramsgate, at which place only the tops 
of Dover castle towers are usually visible, 
the whole of the castle. It appeared as 
though lifted up aud bodily placed on the 
near side of the intervening hill. So perfect 
was this illusion that the hill itself actually 
could not be seon through the figure. 

Some forms of mirage are lateral as well 
as vertical, arising from unequal density of 
two contiguous vertical bodies of air, Thus, 
on Lake Geneva, a boat has been scen double, 
the two images some distance apart. Persons 
have beep duplicated inthe same way. Any 
one on a hot day, by placing his eye near to 
a heated wall, may seo lateral mirages of 
objects ata distance, and nearly on a line 
with the wall. 

Here on the shores of Lake Ontario many 
beautiful and wonderful mirages are wit- 
ibaseas The lake is so wide the opposite side 
isnot at all visible, And yetduring some

outlined. A gentleman witnessed a most 
perfect mirage from Sheldon’s point, Oswego. 
It was about 1 o'clock in the afternoon, when 
a splendid view of the Canada shore was 
given. It extended from a point nearly op- 
posite Oswego city to Cape Vincent, at 
points on the Jefferson county shore. Whole 
blocks of the city of Kingston were visible 
and localities distinctly defined, From Sack- 
ett’s Harbor to Point Peninsula, ten miles 
distant, has appeared not more than two 
or three miles away, and so plainly in view 
that the limbs of trees were visible, Stoney 
island stood out plainly in view, and far be- 
yond it could beseen Gallop and Duck island. 
yen the Canada shore in the vicinity of 
Long point and Prince Edward's bay was at 
times plainly in sight. 

A vessel has been seen sailing along the 
horizon with the hull uppermost, visible at 
Lake Bluff, Accompauying the appearance 
of the ship was that of ‘mountains and hills 
as though the Canadian shore was coming 
into view, A puff of wiod apparently caus- 
ed the whole pbantasmagoria to melt away 
as if by magic, 

In Syracuse, a distant city, a remarkable 
mirage was witnessed by many persons. It 
lasted two hours, and was best observed 
from University hill looking northwest over 
Onondaga lake. Lake Ontario was plainly 
visible, and, stretching out atan angle of 
twenty-five degrees of the horizon, it looked 
like an ocean, Prof. Comfort: says that a 
few years previous a similar mirage occur-

ed, and it was so distinct that by means of a 
glass he could discern a town, probably 
Kingston. 

Portions of Rochester and sections of the 
country lying south of it haye been seen out 
in the lake six and ten miles distant, as 
though the city was standing erect in the 
air, Trains of moving cars and other ob- 
jects were clearly defined, the aerial phe- 
nomena continuing for nearly an hour, 

A well-known lake captain has also wit- 
nessed a wonderful mirage outon Laks On- 
turio. Whileon his way from the St. Law- 
renco up the lake and near the islands known 
asthe False Ducks, and while standing at the 
wheel, there suddenly burst into view the 
city of Oswego, thirty-two miles distant, 
with the gas-lights in the streets and all the 
appearances a town lighted up would present 
from a hillin the immediate vicinity at night. 
The light-house at Oswego, as well as others 
on the lake shore below as far as Sackett’s 
Harbor, were distinctly seen. It was a sort 
of night mirage, and arare sight indeed. It 
lasted for several minutes, then slowly faded 
away into darkuess, 

At Rochester, which is about twenty miles 
inland from Lake Ontario, a mirage of a 
most surpassing character was ‘witnessed by 
many, The entire northern sky as far asthe 
angle of bison was lighted above the land- 
mark with the blue waters of Lake Ontario, 
while reflecting from her bosom could be 
seen the mountains, hills, valleys, bays, and 
rivers of the Canada shore inland for miles. 
The const could be plainly seen mirrored over 
fo stretch of fifty miles, and so perfect at ono 
time that the forests couldreadily be distin- 
guished. Tho reader can form some idea of 
its grandeur by knowing that a country separ- 
ated from Rochester by a lake seventy miles 
in width was, as if suddenly by the hand of 
its creator, painted upon the heavens so plain 
asto be seen froma standpoint of near 100 
miles distant. 

Gentlemen in Rochester who were familiar 
with the Canada shore could easily distin- 
guish Rice Lake, Belvidere, and other promi- 
nent points in Canada, The lake looked as 
though it had by a great tidal wave rolled 
upon Rochester and covered one-half of the 
city, as no buildings could be scen north of 
Main streot, or any land between the city 
and the lake, 

Upon laud, mirages are best seen over dos- 
ert plains in hot climates. Tho intense heat 
of the sands greatly rarifies tho air in contact 
with thom, and rays of light coming from 
tho distant objects are gradually bent by 
approaching the rare stratum until they 
strike atan angle greater than the limiting 
angle, Total refloction then occurs, the air 
noar thesand acting asa mirror, ora body 
of water in which inverted imagos are seen, 
Thus is presented to the inoxporienced tray- 
oler over tho desort plains the appearance of 
tranquil lakes, and, parched with thirst, he 
is sadly doluded by them. 

Many thrilling incidents are givon where 
whole parties in crossing the sandy desert, 
overcome with the hoat and parched with 
thrist, have reached a place whonce far in 
tho horizon they saw, or thought they saw, a

Terra Cotta Protection for Wooden Buildings 

A very interesting and trying test of hard 
porous terra cotta fire-prooting material was 
recently made at the Terra Cotta Works, 
Deseronto. A small building was erected, 
the frame, roof and floor beams being 2x4 
studs. These were lined> with matched 
lumber and the roon thus formed was 
lined with one and one-half inch, tera 
cotta tiles which were fastened to the board 
walls, ceiling and floor with nails and 
washors, A single coat of plaster was then 
applied After drying, three quartera of a 
cord of pine wood was placed inside almost 
filling the room, Upon this was poured two 
gallons of coal oil and one gallon of tar, and 
the masa was then fired. A strong wind 
was blowing and ao terrible heat was genera 
ted, the flames pouring out of the chimney. 
It burned for two houra before any sign of 
heat was noticeable in the wooden wall, but 
finally the nails which serve to fasten the 
terra cotta to the outer wall, owing to the 
insufliciont protection of the thin coat of 
mortar, became red hot and charred the 
wood so that the hold of the nails were 
loosened and the material dropped off, It 
was thus evidenced that where nails are used 
to fasten the thin slabs of terra cotta to wood 
two conta of plastershould be applied, and 
that by this means compartments of wooden 
buildings are made almost proof againat tire 
from within the room or building so protect 
ed,

Disinfectants, 


Dr. J. Clarke, of Peterborough, writing 
to the Review of that town says: “In 
answer to enquiries as to the best disinfact- 
ants for use during summer I would again 
say that one of the safest, cheapest and most 
effective is ordinary bluestone (sulphate of 
copper) dissolved in the proportion of two 
pounds to a pailful of water. This should be 
freely sprinkled every three or tour weeks 
in places requiring it, A liberal use of this 
around yards and premises will keep down 
many of those minor varieties of disease 
which are distinctly due to zymotic influence 
as well as those more severe forms which 
prostrate the system and endanger life.”

appearance, 

In ordw that cheese having just these 
qualities may be manufactured regularly, 
I makethe following notes for guidane, 

1. Thorough distribution of the remet in 
the milk must be effected by diluting the 
rennet extract and by vigorous stirring. 

2, Sufficient rennet to coagulate the curd 
into a state fitfor cutting infrom 35 to 40 
minutes at from 86° to 90° should be used. 
When an extra quantity of rennet is used, a 
corresponding increase in the weight of salt 


should be added to the curd, 

8. The contents of the vat should be per- 
fectly still when coagulation commences. 
Vibration of the floor and of the vat during 
the thickening of the mill causes waste, 

4, The horizontal knife should be used 
first in cutting; and active stirring should not 
commence until the cubes of curd become 
slightly heated. 

5. The temperature should be raised gra- 
dually to 96° to 98° Fahr, 

6, The stirring should be continued until 
the curd particles are so well ‘‘cooked’ or 
“dried” that when a handful has been pressed 
for a fow moments they will fall apart again 
as the result of any slight disturbance. 

7. Assoonas the presence of acid isdis- 
cernible by the hot iron test, the whey should 
be remoyed. In the cnse of gassy curdsa 
further development of acid before the draw- 
ing of the whey will be beneficial. 

8, Hand stirring will be of advantage until 
the curd is firm, 

9. The temperature should be maintained at 
or above 94°. i. 

10. The curd should be allowed to mat into 
one mass. 

11, Itshould be turned so frequently that 
whey will not collect or stand in small pools in 
or on it, 

12. If it becomes gassy it should be nired (j¢ 
need be by grinding and stirring) and after- 
wards kept at a temperature above 149, 

15, The gas formed in gassy curds hinders 
the development of acid; and the presence of 
acid prevents the formation of gas, The 
treatment should provide for the removal of 
the gas by aeration and the maintenance of 
temperature by the application of hot water 
to the curd or steam to the vat or sink in 
which it is. 

14, Close matting and packing of the curd 
are beneficial only after the curd is suflicient- 
ly dry and when aeration is provided for, 

15, When the texture of the curd becomes 
stringy in its nature, itshould be put through 
the cutt srinder, 

16, Aeration should be effected by the stir- 
ring of the curd before the addition of salt, 
Usually 15 minutes of such treatment will 
suffice, 

17. Salt should be added as the rate of 
from 244 to 254 tb, per 1,000 Ih, of milk, ac 
cording to tho dry or wot condition of the 
curd, A judicious variation in the quantity 
of salt should ba made in proportion to the 
moist or dry state, 

18, Tho “hooping” of the curd should begin 
when the harsh surface, produced on each 
piece of curd by the salt, commences to give 
place to a allppy, mellow quality, 


19, Shoulders or projecting # on cheese 
aré unsightly ovidences of carcloss workman- 
ship, and lesson thoir value from 2 to 8 shil- 
lings per ewt, in tho English markets, Care 
ful pressing and bandaging and turning of 


the cheese in tho hoops in the morning will 
prevent their formation. Tho pressure

The essential character'stic of ambergris is 
its powerful and peculiar odor, Itis so pecu- 
liar that art has never been able to imitate it, 
although the scarcity and enormous price of 
ambergris has lent every stimulus to inven: 
tion, It is so powerful and diffusive that the 
very minutest quantity is perceptible in the 
most fragrant perfumes, 

Tho chief compovens of ambergris isa 
fatty matter called ambrein, which is obtain: 
edby boiling in alcoho), This mbrein—and 
there is said to be atout 8 per tof itin 
the best ambergris—is what gives itits value, 
for it isin this ingrediont that the perfume 
lies, 

There is another peculiarity ascribe. 'o 
amborgris, and that is the power to xalt the 
flavor or perfume of othor substahces with 
which it is brought into combination, ‘Thus 
a grain,or tyorubbed down with sugar is 
often added toa hogshead of wine, giving a 
perceptible and, what 1s cons dered by some, 
an improved flavor to the whole, And a 
small particle of ambergris added to other 
porfumes is found toexalt the odor of the 
blend, 

In fact ambergria is too dear to use alone, 
and it iaso doar that it is one of the most 
adulterated articles known to chemists, It 
is adulterated both by those who export it 
and in the countries in which it is used,

MODEL SCHOOL, 


This school is still under the principal. 

During the last 
term it was not so successful as formerly in 
preparing candidates in one good method of 
teaching the school subjects, In a Model 
School, there should be uniformity in 
methods, or the young candidates will pet 
bewildered and go away with very misty 
ideas of teaching any subject. The Board of 
Trustees are willing to do everything in 
their power to make the school thoroughly 
efficient. They engage u teacher to take 
charge of the brinoipalls room during the 
term, so that he can deyote his whole time 
to the teachers in training and to the proper 
management of the whole school, To enable 
the Board of Trustees to keep a competent 
and efficient Principal and properly qualified 
assistunta, the County Council yives an extra 
grant of $100. Besides this, the county 
gives an annual grant of $150, an amount 
eqnal to the grant from the Wducational 
Department, making, in all $400, and, 
besides this, each candidate has to pay an 
udmission fee of $5. In former reports, I 
have spoken very highly of the efficiency of 
the school, but 1 believe that its ruccess in 
the past was, in a great measure, due to the 
two former very able assistants, Miss Me- 
Dermott und Miss Wootten. — If the school 
does not keep up its former high standing, 
there is no doubt that candidates may go 
elsewhere. 1 believe it is the intention of 
the Principal during the next term, to have 
weekly meetings of the assistants and to see 
that a uniform system of teaching is 
adopted, 

‘The following is an extract from the re- 
port of the Board of Examiners at the close 
of last term: ‘‘The candidates were fairl 
successful, although a number of the certi- 
ficates have been restricted to a shorter term 
than three years, There is no question that 
the examiners have exercised much leniency 
in EAE the answers of the candidates, 
owing to the great scarcity of teachers in the 
county, The work of the Model School has 
been inferior to that of former terms, as 
judged by the actual teaching of the candi- 
dates, There is lack of uniformity in the 
methods of the different departments which 
cannot but be confusing to one who is study- 
ing the art of teaching and there seemed to 
be a lack of thorough and systematic drill, 
and of freguent testing examinations of the 
candidates, It behooves all those interest. 
ed in the welfare of the Model School not to 
allow this institution to deteriorate or fall 
from the high position it has hitherto 
ocsupied,” 


SCHOOL HOUSES, 


During the past 19 years, 50 school houses 
have been built in South Hastings, In 1888 
four excellent buildinga were erected in sea.

&o. Lhe rooms are supplied with desks and 
seats, one for cach pupil, ‘There i# a labor 
atory room supplied with all the necessary 
apparatus, ‘Ihe building is situated in the | 


wustend of the town, on a beautiful site of 
three acres, ‘Tho regular attendance is now 
over 50, and there is every prospect of an 
increased attendance the next term. The 
school is in charge of two excellent teachers, 
Mr. Knight, the Head Master, having o 
provincial reputation asa thorough, efficient 
and accomplished High School teacher, 

The Public School of Deseronto stands on 
a beautiful site, overlooking the town, and 
in it 7 teachere are employed, Nineteen 
yeurs ogo, when I first visited the school, 
there was one teacher, in a vory unsuitable 
building. The school has been in an efficient 
state for several years The Head Master 
is careful about the discipline of the whole 
school, and is ably ussisted in everything 
pertaining to the same by his very efficient 
staif of ussistants, The trustees are always 
anxious and willing to secure the best teach- 
ers, and to supply the teachers with every- 
thing necessary for the proper teaching of 
all the classes, Sinco the High School 
opened in January, the Head Master's time 
is taken up in teaching the subjects of the 
Fourth Class, and in preparing the pupils 
for admission to the High Bohol. 

There are many other excellent Schools 
and school buildings, well supplied with all 
necessary desks and school furniture—but 
there are, in some sections, school houses 
that shouid be furnished with mor? suitable 
seats and desks, and, in a few sections, the 
present school houses should be repaired, 
and made more comfortable for the children 
attending. 

Somie of our schools are in charge of 
young men and women who are sufficiently 
vell qualified to secure a third class certi- 
jcate and even a second cluss certificate, 
yho are deficient in many of the other 
requisites that go to make up the successful 
tacher. The great fault with mauy of 
tiese, and with some of more mature years 
ad of greater experience, ia the lack of 
tioroughness in teaching the school subjects, 
‘They are also wanting in energy and fail to 
dsyelop thought in their pupils and do not 
encourage in the pupils habits of industry, 
perseverance, and honesty. They do pot 
test their pupils by frequent and rapid drills 
on the subjects taught. 


Our best teachers do not wait till Friday 
afternoon to review their classes, but teach 
every lesson thoughtfully and hokoua Ny 
and have frequent and rapid tests. am 
glad that the great majority of our teachcrs 
are of the latter class. At inspections, at 
conventions, and in every other way, I have 
urged the necessity of thoughtful and 
thorough teaching. The pupils of energetic 
and live teachers always do well at inspec~ 
tion are more intelligent and thoughtful, 
and stand higher at promotion and entrance 
examinations, 


The progress of many of the schools was 
retarded by the prevalence of la grippe in 
January, and more lately by measles. 

While a few of the schools are not as ef- 
{ficient as could be desired, 1am glad to be 
able to report that, with few exceptions, 
the schools of South Hastings are making 
thorough and satisfactory progress, and that 
jearly all the teachers are thoughtful, 
earnest and industrious, and are working 
with a sincere desire to wake their schools 
thoroughly efficient. 

I must again thank the people of South 
Hasings for the many acts of kindness 
tendered to me during the past year anc 
during the 19 years I have. been discharging 
my duty in looking after the education of 
ther children, f

DUELING IN GERMANY, 
Gtops Being Taken to Put a Stop to thr 
Practice. 


Two deplorable eases of death by dueling 
have recently occurred at medical schools in 
Germany, says the London Lancet. ‘To om 
of these attention has already been dravn— 
that of the ‘candidatus medicus” of Wurz 
bury, Paul Fleurer, who fell at the third in- 
terchange of pistol-shots, after twice hold: 
ing out the hand of reconciliation to his im- 
placable adversary. What action the local 
authorities, academic or civil, have taken or 
mean to take to bring to justice the homicide 
or the “court of honor” who aided and abet- 
ted him we have yet to learn; but we shall 
indeed be surprised if the Wurzburg, or for 
that matter the German, public rest satisfied 
with the condemnation of the proceeding de- 
livered by the chief orator, if not the chief 
mourner, at poor Fleurer’s funeral, that he 
was the victim of an ‘unfortunate prevail 
ing prejudice!” 


Meanwhile; we are glad to seo that a simi 
lar tragedy at Freiburg has eyoked some- 
thing like wholesome retribution from{a Ger- 
man law court. According to the Algemeine | 
Zeitung of Munich the duel in which the | 
“candidatus medicus” Solomon lost his life 
has had the consequence that the “hero” of | 
the encounter, ‘the student Bering, has 
been condemned to two years and three 
months’ imprisonment, while the member; 
of the court of honor have also been sent to 
jail fora period of six months each.” We 
hope that similar sentences on the par of 
the legally constituted tribunals of Germany 
will put an end toa practice which isvir- 
tually a satire on their own efficiency, For 
what purpose do law courts exist if not to 
consider and to settle such differences as 
these so recently referred to the arbitranent 
of sword or pistol? The Emperor Willam 
has adopted measures to abolish dueling in 
the German army. Are the universities, in 
which the fatherland takes an even greater 
pride, to lag behind the military service, snd 
to cherish a tradition handed down from 
times when reason and right had no better 
arbiter than force! Were the results less 
lamentable the more civilized world would 
find something ludicrous in a practice which 
makes the legal and medical schools of Ger- 
many the theatre of encounters in which 
law is ignored or defied .by its students and 
in which medicine assists—though often too 
late—in healing the wounds inflicted by its 
future professors on each other.

PHYSIOLOGY AND HYGIE/ 
Interesting Statistios In Rogard to Mentth 
Among Womon Students. 

Tho health of women students has been a 
subject of recent investigation by Mrs, Henry 
Sidgwick. Mrs. Sidgwick in her English 
statistics introduces an element not found 
hitherto in similar inquiries by including for 
comparison the health of one sister of euch 
student (that one Who was nearest to the stu- 
dont in age in the family and over 21 and who 
had not been to college); so that facts have 
been recorded relating to two sets of women 
of whom it may be said rough] that they 
lived under the same circumstances, exdept 
that one set had been to cc and the other 
had not, Tho statistics show that a dec ded 
ly higher level of health is maintained by the 
students than by their sisters; for examplo, 
68 per cent, students as compared with 50 per 
cont. of their sisters report themselves as en- 


joying oxcellent or good health at the time | SUBJETS TAUGHT — Bookkeeping, Penmanship, 


the reports were sent in. 

It is also shown that on the average tho 
present health of students is almost exactly 
the same as their health on entering college 
—aperiod which would in exch case be deter- 
mined largely by the health being then at 
least up to its normal], and when the average 
health (of all students) would therefore be 
especially high, These two periods being on 
an average about seven years apart, it would 
seom that any deleterious effects would have 
had time to show themselves. It has often 
been suggosted that a university education 
tends to prevent women from marrying, It 
is nodoubt probable that it tends to raise 
the age at which they marry, since this would 
not occur till they had left colleges, But, al- 
lowing for this, 1t is shown that the percent- 
age of students who marry is quite equal to 
that of their sisters who do s0, Thepercevt- 
age of those married who have children ty 
larger among studentg than among either 
thei sisters other American students, and 
the level of health of their children is higher, 


The Physlology of Taste. 


The localization of the different forms of 
taste sensations is a subject which is usually 
cursorily passed over in text books, with the 
statements that the posterior third, the tip 
and sides of the tongue only are sensitive. 
that sweet substances are best perceived by 
the tip, bitter ones at the back and so on, 
Science calls attention to the results of obser: 
vations by Oehrwall, who, by the aid of a 
lens, stimulated the individual papille by 
means of a fine brush dipped in solutions of 
sugar, quinino, acetic acid and salt. He found 
that, as had before been observed, the circum: 
yallate papillw were particularly sensitive, but 
thaton the sides and tip the fungiform papillm 
only were sevsitive. He estimated that in 
the whole tongue there were 350 to 400 of these 
papillm, of which ho found 125 only to respond 
te stimuli, 

Many of themappeared to be excited by all’ 
four of the substances employed, but in other 
cases papilla were found to respond to one 
form of stimulus but not to another. Thus 
19 per cent Tesponded to acetic acid, but not 
to sugar; 24 per cent. which were sensitive tc 
acid were unaffected by quinine, while 15 per 
cont, which recognized sugar did not respond 
atall tothe application of quinine. All of 
the papills were sensitive to touch, pain, heat 
and cold, Whenstimulated by a mild faradic 
currentan acid taste only was excited. He 
confirmed the observations of older authors, 
that most of the eaterior two-thirds of the 
dorsum of the tongue was devoid of gustatory 
papille.—Buffalo Times.

Except in distant corners such a thing 
ij scarcely heard of. | Now from some re- 
earches which have been conducted at Nancy 
md stimulated by the opposition of the 
Salpetriera school, we have the subject once 
nore brought before us, and we are told of 
fhe advent of a great important practical 
truth. Once more we are told that hypnot 
km has established itself forall good. Ihave 
no hesitation in prophesying that before 2! 
years have passed it will be in the same posi- 
tion that it way 25 years ago. There isa 
measure of physiological truth in the assum: 
ed influence of hypnotism, and the explana: 
tion must be soughtin the relation of what 
we call will to the body. In these experi 
ments, too, we have attention and expect 
ancy, which, being combined with will in a 
remarkable degree of concentration, aré 
capable, ay is well known, of bringing about 
very remarkable results. There are many 
homely illustrations of this fact. You bave 
gota racking headache ; suddenly some per: 
son is unexpectedly announced, and your 
headache is gone. Or youmay hayea patient 
suffering from costiveness, and racked with 
aperients, until the mucus membrane has got 
into a state of chronic irritation. By giving 
a bread pill aided by suggestion, you can so 
influence the mind that the bread pill will be 
certain to succeed in eight cases out of ten. In 
these facts we havethe groundwork for o 
great many of the phenomena of hypnotisrs, 
—Sir Andrew Clark in the Lancer. 


Scientific News, 

From Norway comes the report that Dr. 
Nansen, the Greenland explorer, will next 
year set out on a new Polar expedition, A 
special steamer, which can be hauled on to 
the surface of the ice, is being constructed 
for tho use of thy explorer, who had deter- 
mined to pursue the same course which was 
taken by the ill fated Jeannette—namely 
through the Behring straits to the islands of 
New Siberia. 

After Noy. 1, 182, the bill passed by the 
New York legislavure requiring the equip- 
mont of enginesand freight cars with auto- 
matic couplors will bein force, with no $500 
penalty for each instance of non-compliance 
with tho law. 

M., Fouquoet, a mineralogist, claims to have

perature as 150 dogs, is cortainly a curiosity, 
but according to The Iron Trade Review it 
has boon successfully produced at Syracuse, 
N. Y. It isanalloy composed of lead, tin, 
bismutb and cadmium, and, in weight, hard- 
noss und color, resombles typo motal, So 
easily does itmelt that, if you place it on a 
comparatively cool part of the stove witha 
piece of paper undor it, it will melt without 
the paper boing scorched, Another peculiar 
ity about it is that it will notretain heat, and 
bocomes cold the momontit melts, It is used 
in tho manufacture of tho little automatic 
fire alarms for hotela, which glyve an 
olectric alarm whion the metal melts, owing 
to tho rising of the temporaturo by fire,

Close all the windows and all doors lending 
from the room about to undergo treatment} 
open wide each drawer aud closet and hang 
the contents over chairs or upon a clothes 
horse brought into the room for the oceasion, 
Take a pieco of gum camphor as large asa 
hazelnut for an ordinary room (as large as 4 
walnut for a room 20 by 16), put it in an irox 
pot and place the latter within another irov 
pot orupon an iron stand. Set fire to thy 
camphor, It burns yery flercely, so set it af 
asafe distance from furniture or hangings | 
the middle of the room is the best place for il 
unless this be directly under a chandelier, in 
which case it can bo placed more towards th¢ 
side, as the heat is apt to injure the gilding o1 
bronze. 

Tho dense smoke soon permeates every noo) 
and corner and suffocates every sect that 
inhales it. Canary birds or goldfish are to bt 
carried from the room before beginning op- 
erations, aud as soon as the camphor begint 
to burn the operator may leave the room, a! 
provided sbe has taken the precautions, theré 
will be no danger of the fire spreading. Thi 
camphor will burn from a quarter to half at 
hour, but it can be extinguished at any mo 
ment by placing overita stove lid or thi 
cover of the pot. Lot the smoke remain ix 
the room about half an hour, then! open thi 
windows wide, leaving them so all day. All 
the rooms can be tre,ted thus in succoessior 
orallatonce, acare being taken to guard 
against fire, 


A New Disinfectant. 

A new disinfectant has madeits appear || 
ance, says American Analyst, under tht 
name of thiocamph. It is a combination of 
camphor with sulphurous acid, containing 
over sixty times its volume of sulphurous 
acid gas, which upon its exposure in a warm 
room is gradually evolved. The property o/ 
camphor to absorb sulpburous acid with the 
formation of a new chemical compound wa: 
pointed out some time ago by H. M. Schultze, 
Thiocamph is a liquid, and may be employed 
in a pure condition or dissolved in alcohol, 
in which it is readily soluble. It is well know: 
that sulphurous acid is an efficient disinfect 
ant, but owing to its gaseous condition its 
employment has been attended with many 
objectionable features. It is manufactured 
ona large scale,

Plowing in Pern, 


The Tand is plowed in the following manner: 
From six to a dozen ieamsof oxen are put al 
work ina single field of twenty or thirty 
acres. The oxen aie “yoked” by tying a 
heavy beam across their forebeads, To this 
beam the plow is attached, allth» forces being 
applied’ by the head instead of the shoulders. 
'The plow is a crooked stick or branch of 4 
tree, the pointfaced withiron, The Hebrews, 
when they tliled the soil in the time of Moses, 
lin in pow made inthe same way. Intelli- 
g cruyians contand that they do not need 
tu j low more than two or three inches deep— 
simply ecough to lovsen the soil s0 as to en: 
able the seed to take root. The water used 
in irrigating is said to be rich in plant food 
further obviating the necessity of deep plow- 
ing. It may also be added that improved 
plows, suitable for this country, are now 
manufactured in Europe and the United 
States, but it goes without saying that they 
are very different from the plow used by at 
American farmer, They are light and 
tmall, having a close resemblance to the ori: 
ginal crooked stick, Another peculiarity o! 
every Peruvian plow is that it has only on¢ 
handle. ‘The driver carries in one hand ¢ 
large goad, twelve or fifteen feet in length 
with which to touch up his team, and hi 
manages the plow with the other hand.—Min 
ister Hicks,

Frosh Agricultaral Jottings. 

Hungarian grass or millet js tho, best crop 
to sow in the poultry yard. 

It fe when tho peed is produced! that the 
land is taxed most severely in production. 

It is important that tho corn-crib be clean- 
ed out and fumigated so ag to destroy insects. 

The uso of the mower prevents the seeding 
of woods. Cut down all growth in the stub- 
ble field 

Rats can never be driven away perman- 
ently as long as there ‘are barboring places 
for them, 

Wire screens in the stable windows to keep 
oub insects will e¢ yle tired horses to rest 
better at night, 

A largo scarlet comb indicates that the 
hen Is laying. All healthy fowls should have 
bright-red combs, 

Keep afalfa closely cropped if the weeds are 
growing among it, In this manner the weeds 
will be killed, while the afalfa becomes 
stronger, 

The farmer who has advanced to the point 
of knowing what he is feeding to each an!- 
mal will nof long be satisfled with wasting 
good feod on inferior stock. 

Always give an abundance of room for the 
storage of surplus honey. When bees fill 
all available spaco with honey they will 
muke preparations to swarm. 

The popularity of the Merino sheep is large 
ly,due to the fact that it isan active forager 
and thata larger number can be kept to 
gether than of any other breed. 

Too much enthusiasm over new varities 
sometimes endsin disgust. No new variety 
should be used in place of the old until it 
has first been tried and tested on a small plot. 

Experiments with the Bordeaux mixture, 
as aremedy tor grape-rot, is being made in 
eyery' section this season, and it is believed 
that in afew years the disease will be under 
control. 

From recent observations itis stated that 
there is reasan for believing that fresh dirt 
thrown upon potato leayes when wet starts 
the mildew on the leaf, which later in the 
season results in blight. 

The Keifer pear tree is a vigorous grower, 
and secures more height in proportion to 
thickness than is desirable, After the leaves 
fall off cut back the smaller shoots, and in- 
duce a more stocky growth, 

Wherever weeds grow Inxuriantly the 
ground is nsually fertile, and such ground 
should be made to produce somo kind of crop. 
At this season millet or Hungarian grasi 
should besown on such land. 

Earthworms, in dry weather, sometimes 
work their way through the soil to the well 
aud fall in, thus contaminating the water 
to acertainextent, If possible the curbings 
of all wells should be cemented, 


All fruit-tree growers are respectfully re- 
minded that the time for thutnb-and-finger 
pruning js right bere, aud that when this 
kind of pruning is properly performed there 
is but little other pruning needed. 

If you must, or think you must, feed corn 
to the horses during the winter, do let up on 
the practice in summer, Feeding a horse 
corn in summer is a good deal like building a 
fire in the parlor stove on the Fourth of 
July. 

Itdoes not pay to put the best fruit or 
vegetables on top and haye the purchaser 
find something not so good when he reaches 
the bottom, as it makes him suspicious, the 
consequence being that the sale of good fruit 
isinjured. 

The price of the cow does not indicate her 
value usa producer, Gilt-edged butterid 
something that depends on how it is made.

‘Tuere is never too mach good butter on 
the market, but there is always a large sup- 
ply of inferior’ buiter. The prices are not 
regulated by the quantity so muchas by the 
quality. Good butter sells at a high price at 
all seasons of the year, 

When beets, carrots or parsnips do not ap: 
pear to grow, though given every opportuni- 
ty by manure and cultivation, the slow 
growth may be due to the plants being toc 
close inthe rows, Thinning out the plants 
just after a rain will be of advantage. 

It will pay to pack butter when it is cheap, 
povided there isa good tub to put it in and 
a good place to keepit. Adamp or hot

The Michigan Farmer says: “When you 
kick a cow just pause and think that you ara 
kicking dollars out of your pocket; and when 
you pound her with the milk stool that you 
are robbing you wife and children of the 
necessaries, and you probably won’t do it.” 

The peach-borer cannot damage the 
tree where the bark is tough, and, conse- 
quently, the eggs are deposited below the 
surface, where the bark is tender, Their 
attacks may be prevented to a certain extent 
by banking the earth around the tree from 

April to October. 

Cottonseed meal, at $20 per ton, is being 
used as a fertilizer on vegetables, A mixture 
of cottonseed meal and bran is one of the best 
fertilizers thatcan be applied, if cost be con- 
sidered. It ix best however, if it can be done, 
to feed the mixture and use it after it has 
passed through the animals, 

The cultivation given the corn crop when 
it js young is the most important. When tha 
plants get a good sturt and are kept clear of 
weeds, they will soon bein a condition ta 
better withstand the drought. It is the first 
four weeks treatment of the corn crop that 
exerts the most beneficial influence on the 
yield,

MAKING AN HERBARIUM. 


A pleasant way for youn, le to im~ 
prove themselves in ferris the 
summer vacation is to make an herbarium 
or a collection of pressed wild flowers. As 
it requires considerable sxill and patience to 
dry these fragile blossoms of the woods and 
fields, the points to attend to are to dry the 
specimens quickly, thoroughly and with a 
pressure that will not crush them. A good 
poste is to Leet specimen in a sheet 
of brown paper and inte: several em 
sheets between each froier those filled, 
Then plsce them in the press—a napkin 
press if one has one; if not a heavy book 


may bo used. Then press them gently for 


the firat day or two—juat enough to prevent — 
the leaves and flowers from shrivelling.

CANADA'S STRONG BOX, 


The new repository for Canada’s spare 
cash, says the Ottawa Citizen in the Eastern 
Departmental block, will, when finished, be 
the biggest safe in the whole Dominion. Its. 
exact dimensions are: Length, 22 feet 6 in.;. 
breadth, 17 feet 9 in.; height, 13 feet 3 in,— 
a pretty large chamber, truly, Fl ghts of a 
dozen metal steps on either side of the safe 
door lead to a wrought iron gallery which 
runs around three sides of the vault, about. 
eight feet from the floor. Visions of the 
wealth this gloomy cavern is destined to hold 
wild guesses at the mighty sum it could con- 
tain if stuffed full of gold, or even silver, and 
a hundred other fancies of the sort are con~ 
jured up as the appliances for protection are 
observed, Marvellous pieces of mechanism 
are the locks which secure these great masses 
of iron swung on eccentric hinges. When 
the doors are locked each is fastened with 
twenty two bolts of steel an inch and three 
quarters in diameter. The co.abination and 
time-locks which work these bolts will be 
the last things put on before the safe is 
turned over in its completed state to the 
officials of the Finance Department. Briefly 
explained, a clock on the inside of the door 
at a certain set time pushes aside an iron 
block which otherwise prevents the bolts 
from sliding back. Then a person having 
the ‘combination may open the safe; but 
only during the hour to which the clockwork 
is ect can the ponderous outer door of the 
vault be opened, The safe is made of ex- 
actly one hundred and forty-two tons of 
steel and iron, without counting the weight 
of the 18,000 steel scrows with which it is 
fastened, ‘he walla are composed of seven 
layers of steel plate each half an inch thick, 
while the doors, of which there are two, an 
outer and inner, are each seven inches in 
thickness, The foundation upon which the 
safe rests is a solid mass of broken stone and 
cement, extending to a depth of twenty five 
feot, where it is imbedded in the solid rook 
tormation of a hill.

of 2x4 inch studding, clapboarded on the 
outside and fiilled in on the inside with 
porous terra cotta new studding blocks, 
Many advantages are derived from this 
terra cotta filling. Ihe studding, by the 
interlapping of the porous terra cotta, is 
cut off from fire. Such houses will un- 
doubtedly prove warmer than an ordinary 
brick house, because there are two air 
spaces in the thickness throughout the 
whole wall, Then, again, no lathing is 
required, as the coats of plaster can be 
laced directly upon the terra cotta tiles.

blocks, but in private residences as well.

THINNING FRUIT. 


The horticulturist of the Missouri 
Experiment station has made some analyses 
of apples during the different periods of 
their growth, which show that much of the 
greater proportion of tl.e ash is stored up in 
the early part of the growth of the fruit, 
This is urged as an additional reason for 
thinning as soon as tho wormy and imper- 
fect specimens of the fruit can be dis- 
tinguished,, A barrel of large perfect 
takes a smaller amonnt of mineral plant 
food from the soil than a barrel of small 
inferior fruit. The apples on an acre of 
ground where the trees stand thirty feet 
apart and yield ten bushels of fruit to the 
tree, take from the soi] more tian forty- 
three pounds of potash. This suggests the 
use of ashes, or of the potash salts. as a 
dressing for orchards, 

In reply to an inquiry concerning the 
distance at which fruit shonld be allowed 
to remain, the editor of the Country Gentle- 
man says :—the distance will vary with the 
size of varieties, and with the intended uses 
of the crops; but as a general or approxi- 
| mate rule, large peaches should be four or 
| five inches apart on the bearing branches, 
and small or early ones three or four inch: 
pears should be at quite as great distances, 
| with more variation for differences in size, 
for while such diminutive pears as the 
Summer Doyenne need not be more than 
two or three inches apart, the Angouleme 
should be at least six inches, Plums may 
be rather less than peaches, but the 
necessity of thinning is evcn more urgent, 
to save from rotting. Any orchardist inay 
have observed the improved quality, as well 
as size, in apples with a moderate crop, and 
should thin accordingly It should not be 
forgotton or overlooked that fruit properly 
thinned is so much improved in quality, as 
well as size, that no loss in the magnitude 
of the crop occurs, and a positive gain in 
quality and price is secured by thinning.
